After a 
thorou gh 
discu ssion of 
the proposition that

with landowners

stru ction of a drainage canal from 
the slau ghter hou se site west of the 
city to W hite River, the board of 
pu blic works Tu esday night u nani­ 
mou sly 
adop ted 
a resolu tion in­ 
stru cting 
the viewers 
to “ confine 
their rep ort to the original petition.” 
This action means that the board, 
which is 
composed 
of 
the entire 
cou ncil, is not in favor of bu ilding 
the p rop osed laterals on the sou th 
and west sides of the city at the 
same time th at the main canal is 
constru cted. A remonstrance signed 
by a nu mber of residents and land­ 
owners who wou ld be affected by the 
prop osed laterals wa* filed with the 
board. 


The p etition asking for tin* con­ 
stru ction of the larger ditch throu gh 
the territory between the west cor­ 
poration line of 
the 
city and the 
river was brou ght to the attention 
of 
the 
cou ncil 
by 
the 
viewers, 
Charles H au er and Oscar E. Carter, 
who stated that they thou ght thi* 
wou ld be a good op p ortu nity for the 
city to solve its su rface drainage 
problems, 
which admittedly exists. 
They su ggested that two laterals !»,• 
bu ilt at the same time the main line 
is constru cted as the cost of su ch 
work wou ld he comparatively small 
a * one contractor cou ld do all of it 
and be 
wou ld 
have the necessary 
equ ipment on the grou nd. 
The pe­ 
titioners a t the last regu lar meeting 
of the cou ncil said they had no ob­ 
jection of the city joining with them 
in the work. 
It was stated at the last cou ncil 
meeting that the city wou ld have to 
pay p art of the cost of constru cting 
the new canal as it u ses the water 
way for draining su rface w ater from 
the streets. 
It was pointed ou t that 
if the city wou ld have to p ay part 
of the cost 
it 
cou ld 
get greater 
benefit from the canal by bu ilding 
the two laterals. 
It was estimated 
that the 
city’s 
p art 
of the work 
wou ld cost abou t $6,000 or $7,000. 
Cou nty Engineer E. B. Dou glass re­ 
p orted that he estimated the total 
cost of the main line and laterals to 
be $15,000, 
althou gh, 
he said, no 
figu res bad vet been received from 
any contractor. 
He pointed ou t that 
most of this kind of work in J a c k ­ 
son cou nty 
in 
the 
p ast has been 
done with what is known as a water 
dredge while this canal wou ld be cu t 
with a land dredge. 
He thou ght that 
the city’s p art of tin* work wou ld 
cost 
abou t 
one-half 
the

amou nt. 
The cou ncil ha* been investigating 
the m atter of assessment of benefits 
and has been informed that the city 
will not he requ ired to p ay bu t very 
little, if any, of the cost. 
It is said 
that the beginning of the proposed 
canal, according to the petition, is 
west of the corp oration line and that 
the city cannot be assessed u nless 
all the land lying between the cor­ 
p oration line and the beginning of 
the diteli is assessed. 
It is said that 
the p resent intention is not to in­ 
clu de this land. 
Therefore, if the 
city is correctly advised it will not 
have

any 
considerable 
amou nt of the expense. 
The landowners west of the cor­ 
poration line said that the improved 
streets resu lted in a larger amou nt

The 
form is known as “1040” and the law 
requ ires that each p erson having an 
annu al income of $3,000 or more 
shall fill ou t the blank and file it with 
the internal revenu e collector not 
later than March 1. 
The p enalty for 
failu re to retu rn the blank at 
the 
p rop er time is fixed as from 
$20 to 
$1,000. 
Qu ite a few blanks are filed 
in this city each year. 
The word 
‘61100016” is defined as meaning all 
receip ts inclu ding salaries, dividends 
and interest. 
The blank form is p rep ared in su ch 
a m anner that when the qu estions 
are answered the collector will have 
a detailed knowledge of the c h a ra c ­ 
ter of the income, whether it comes 
from rents, profits or salary and ju st 
how many bonds each one filing a 
blank holds.

senatorial district electing twice as 
many delegates as there are sena­ 
tors, the remaining 
fifteen 
to he 
chosen by the state at largo. 
Candidates for delegates may be 
nominated by petition only, the peti­ 
tions to be signed by two hu ndred 
qu alified voters of any district. The 
names of the candidates nominated 
will be placed on ballots withou t any 
emblem or p arty designation. 
The hill wou ld su bmit the follow­ 
ing su bjects for consideration to the 
convention; prohibition, woman su f­ 
frage;

PHILANTHROPY NOT INTENT. 


Comfort and Contentment of the 
Workers Considered Paramount.

Hundreds of millions of dollars have 
been expended during the past decade 
by American manufacturers for those 
forms of industrial betterment, In be 
half of employees, that are g enerally 
classed as philanthropic or beyond the 
mere requirements of laws and con 
tracts. 
Decent manufacturers—and they are 
in the vast majority—as are the decent 
[>eople of other classes—are opposed to 
g rinding child labor, and they strive to 
pay u living wag e to all of their em­ 
ployees. 
They g o much farther than 
that, as a study of American industry 
will show. 
They devote time, money 
and effort to provide every possible 
supplementary means for promoting 
the 
convenience, 
the 
comfort, 
the 
health, contentment and happiness of 
their work ers and of the families of 
employees. 
Very few manufacturers 
consider such work or expenditure to 
be philanthropy, but, rather, a neces­ 
sary feature of their business. 
While 
their motives may in* us altruistic as 
those of the averag e of mank ind, they 
find'Ttrat it is g ood, from the business 
point of view, io promote as far as 
possible the welfare of their employees. 
Industrial betterment pays. 
Industrial betterment means on at­ 
tempt to provide the best k ind 
of work ­ 
ing and living conditions, and it im­ 
plies the co - o ik;rative responsibility 
of 
the wag e earner and the employer in 
bring ing those conditions about and in 
improving them from time to time. 
It 
is not a dole to t>e handed to the wag e 
earner, but is a tok en of that spirit 
of 
mutuality which, under rig ht condi­ 
tions, should permeate industry. 
A thoroug h description of industrial 
betterment activities in the United 
States would require more space than 
is contained in the most voluminous 
encyclopaedias to he found in the li­ 
braries. 
Indeed, volumes mig ht be 
written about I be welfare work of a 
sing le corporation alone—tlit* National 
rash Reg ister Company, for instance, 
or the International Harvester Com­ 
pany, the United States Steel Corpora­ 
tion, Cheney Brothers, the Curtis Pub­ 
lishing Company, the Bethlehem Steel 
Company, the American Telephone and 
Teleg raph Company, the Eastman Ko­ 
dak Company, any one of the leading 
railroad companies, the principal bank s, 
Wanamak er’s, or any of a host of other 
concerns which has developed activities 
of the sort. There is hardly a concern 
in the country doing business on a fair­ 
ly extensive scale that has not initiated 
some form of industrial betterment for 
its employees. The honors do not g o to 
the larg er companies exclusively either, 
for many of the smaller business units 
have developed this side of their ac 
tivities to a remark able extent. Natu­ 
rally it is easier for the larg er corpora- 
tlons to put hig hly trained specialists 
in charg e of the various branches of 
industrial betterment work . 
The fundamentals of industrial bet 
torment are observed in furnishing 
pleasant, sanitary, safe work ing eondi 
tions. 
Educational and entertainment 
features, facilities for study and recre 
ation, special opportunities for the ex 
ercise of thrift and provisions tending 
to remove the dread of and to mitig ate 
the suffering s occasioned by sick ness 
disability <>r invalidity are matters 
which next receive attention. 
Well 
lig hted, well ventilated and otherwise 
pleasant and safe work ing places, res 
taiuants, reading rooms and libraries 
rest rooms, emerg ency k its and hospi 
tals, club rooms, assembly rooms, g ym 
uasiutns, lock ers and bathing facilities, 
recreation g rounds, bonus and profit 
sharing plans, special bousing accom 
modations, facilities for the purchase 
of homes on easy payments, discounts 
in the purchase of g oods, industrial 
and other educational classes, lecture> 
for entertainment or instruction, mov 
ing pictures, excursions, field days 
medical attendance, safety committees 
for accident and fire prevention, sick 
ness, disability and invalidity funds 


insurance or benefit associations and 
pensions are some of the customary 
features of industrial betterment work , 
the variety of which has no limit. 
Tens of thousands of lives are saved 
each year and hundreds of thousands of 
lesser accidents are prevented annually 
throug h the accident prevention cam­ 
paig n and feature of industrial better 
raent.

months decreased the serious injuries 
of its 33.242 shop employees over 03 per 
cent by the installation of safety de 
vices and by the constant instruction ot 
the work men in exercising due caution 
As a result of its safety campaig n the 
United States Steel Corporation reduced 
serious and fatal accidents in its various 
plants by 40 per cent since 1900.

Important Saving Effected by Issuing 
Good Road Bonds on Deferred 
Retirement Plan. 


PUTTING BUSINESS RIGHT 
WITH THE FUBLIC. 


A few years ag o some big industrial 
org anizations and certain railroads em 
ployed business tactics which, accord­ 
ing to the popular Idea, would mak e 
the financial adventures of Pizarro. 
Morg an or Captain Kidd look a» am a­ 
teurish as the verbal exploits of Bobby 
Mak e-Believe. 
All are more or less acquainted with 
the details. We will concede that there 
were some g laring abuses, but the pub­ 
lic when it came to apply a remedy ig ­ 
nored the fact that these were peculiar 
to comparatively few institutions and 
Instead of tack ling the trouble where 
it lay furiously assailed everything 
classifiable as business—the trust mag ­ 
nate, the independent manufacturer 
ready and anxious to obey the law, the 
small retailer, a law abiding aud use­ 
ful citizen—the innocent aud the g uilty 
suffering alik e. Seeming ly the law was 
Invok ed not to reg ulate, but to perse­ 
cute. 
There could be but one result. 
Busi­ 
ness was demoralized, and the whole 
country has felt the evil effects. 
Now’ 
the public is beg inning to realize its 
error and in a rather g rudg ing w’ay is 
mak ing some concessions. 
Business is being permitted to speak 
for itself, and a movement has been in­ 
stituted by the leading business men 
of the country under the title of the 
National Industrial Conservation Move­ 
ment for the purpose of repairing the 
damag e that has been done.

in one of these 
counties. 


(From the U nited States D epartm ent of 
A griculture.) 
People of a county intending to 
raise funds for hig hway improvement 
would do well to consider the advan­ 
tag es to them of the deferred serial 
plan over the ordinary sink ing -fund 
plan of retiring long -term bonds. Un­ 
der the serial plan, a certain amount 
of bonds is retired each year and the 
bonds so retired cease to be an in­ 
terest charg e on the community. Un­ 
der the sink ing -fund plan none of the 
bonds is retirable until the end of a 
definite period, and the entire sum 
raised bears interest for the entire 
lk fe of the bond. 
The county, there­ 
fore, pays interest on the money so 
borrowed and In addition sets aside 
each year as a sink ing fund an amount 
sufficient to retire all the bonds when 
they become due. 
The sink ing fund 
is deposited with bank s and earns 
some interest. 
This interest ordi­ 
narily is only three per cent, whereas 
the county has to pay five or six pel 
cent to Its bondholders. 
The serial 
plan Is a much cheaper method of 
raising money for road improvement, 
even when the sink ing fund earns in­ 
terest as hig h as four per cent, and 
In the opinion of the road specialists 
of the department should be utilized 
whenever it is possible to mark et se­ 
rial bonds. 
In a study of the road bond issues 
of several 
counties, 
J. 
E. 
Penny- 
back er and M. O. Eldridg e of the divi­ 
sion of road economics, office of public 
roads and rural eng ineering , found 
that the serial plan, if it had been 
adopted by several counties, would 
have saved 
the 
taxpayers 
in 
one 
county $154,269 , in another county 
$8 0,702, and in a third county $05,307 
over the other plan with a sink ing 
fund bearing interest at three per 
cent. 
With

An 
equal amount of bonds at the same 
rate of interest, if issued under the 
deferred serial bond method, with the 
first bonds payable six years from the 
date of issuance and an equal amount 
payable each year thereafter for 24 
years, would cost the county at the 
end of 30 years $665,000, or a differ­ 
ence, as compared with the sink ing - 
fund method, of $8 0,702. 
If four per 
cent could be realized on the sink ing 
fund instead of three per cent, the 
saving for the deferred serial plan 
over the sink ing -fund plan would still 
be $47,216. 
“Lauderdale 
county, 
Mississippi, 
which issued $500,0)0 of five and five 
and one-half per cent bonds, adopt­ 
ed the deferred serial-bond method, 
with the first payment coming 11 years 
from the date of issue and the last 
payment 25 years. 
If the county had 
Issued the bonds on the 5-25-year basis 
the cost would have been $9 06.S75, as 
compared with the cost of the basis 
adopted of $9 72,232, or a difference 
of $65,367.” 
Even in the case of a small issue 
tjie advantag e of the serial plan is 
illustrated in Dinwiddle County, Vir­ 
g inia. 
This county issued $105,000 of 
five and six per cent bonds, payable in 
30 years, but the bonds are callable 
after 20 years.

will.be retired at the end of 25 years 


One of the problems confronting the 
farmer is the question of maintenance 
of dirt roads. 
Not only should dirt 
roads be maintained during the spring 
and summer months, but the winter 
months as w ell; especially is this true 
where there is not an overabundance 
of snow, which conditions exist with 
many of our readers. 
The King road drag may be used 
with much benefit during the winter 
months, just after thaws or rains. 
Good work can be done at this time 
of the year because the soil is crum­ 
bly or mealy and pushes easily toward 
the center of the road. 
If the road has been properly cared 
for during the summer and fall, it will 
be only a slig ht task to drag it dur­ 
ing the winter when conditions are 
rig ht. At that season of the year there 
is little for the work team to do and 
in early spring the roads will be in 
shape to turn water and permit of 
early drying . 
In fact, the winter- 
drag g ed roads will be dry and hard in 
the spring when neg lected roads will 
be soft, rutty and spring y. 
There is 
no best time to drag roads. 
Go after

D. Ward King , the inventor of the 
drag , g ives the following directions 
for mak ing a split-log drag : 
Tak e 
the two halves of a split log , ten 
or 
twelve inches thick and seven to nine 
feet long . 
Set the halves flat sides 
to the front, fasten 30 inches apart 
with strong stakes, the ends of which 
are wedg ed in two-inch aug er holes, 
bored throug h the slabs. 
Put a solid 
plank platform on the stak es for the 
driver to stand on. 
The hitch is made 
of strong wire or chain, the long end 
fastened to stak e over the top of the 
front slab, the short end should be put 
throug h a hole made in center of the 
slab and near the end to prevent tin* 
back slab tilting forward. 
Face four 
or five feet of the ditch end of the 
front slid) with iron. 
An old wag on 
tire, worn share of road g rader, ni­ 
nny piece of flat steel will answer for 
this purpose. 
As a g eneral rule, always haul tin* 
drag at an ang le of 45 deg rees, mov­ 
ing the dirt to the center of the road.

bile lieen-e law and in the manner of 
collecting 
and 
distributing 
fees. 
Several changes have been proposed 
and will be 
presented to the law­ 
makers for their consideration dur­ 
ing the session. 
If the present sys­ 
tem 
is 
abolished Jackson 
county 
will not receive as big a division a- 
it gets under the law now in force 
and consequently 
local 
people art- 
watching the action of the legisla­ 
ture. 
Since the law became effec­ 
tive this 
county 
has 
always 
re­ 
ceived more money from the state 
than was paid in as fees by owners 
of motor vehicles. 
The big distrib­ 
ution for this county was made pos­ 
sible because of the large mileage of 
improved roads. 
Representative Green, 
of Fulton 
and Miami counties, was the first 
member of the legislature to intro­ 
duce a bill providing for any kind of 
a change. 
The bill which he pre­ 
sented is very 
similar 
to the one 
urged by Representative Eschbach 
in the 1913 session and which pre­ 
cipitated one of the warmest fights 
of the session. 
The bill provides 
that county auditors shall distribute 
automobile tags and collect the fees 
thereon, the money so collected to 
be used in the various road funds of 
the county in which it is collected. 
Under the present law the secre­ 
tary of state collects 
the automo­ 
bile license fees and the money is 
distributed to the various counties. 
The funds derived from this source 


are first divided 
into 
three parts. 
One of these parts is divided equal­ 
ly among the counties of the state. 
The second 
is 
apportioned among 
the counties according to the num­ 
ber of 
miles 
of 
improved gravel 
roads in the county, and the third 
part is apportioned on the basis of 
the amount each county pays into 
the original fund. 
The Green bill also provides that 
a driver arrested for operating his 
machine while under the influence of 
liquor shall be fined not less than 
$50 and 
not 
more 
than $100. to 
which may be added imprisonment 
of not less than thirty days. 
Con­ 
viction of a second 
offense, under 
the provisions of the bill makes it 
mandatory 
that a fine 
of not le^s 
than $50 be assessed and a sentence 
of not less than thirty days and not 
more than six months be imposed. 
The bill also provides that a driv­ 
er who fails to stop or report an ac­ 
cident after ifc has happened shall 
he guilty of a felony and shall, on 
conviction, be fined not less than 
$500 to which 
may be added im- 
prisonment for not more than two 
years. 
Conviction 
of 
the second 
offense makes mandatory a fine of 
not lcs< than 
$500 
and imprison­ 
ment for a term of not less than one 
year and not more than five years. 
To obtain uniform license tags the 
bill provides that the secretary ot 
state shall purchase them according 
to provisions made in the bill and 
shall be reimbursed by the county 
to which they are sent.
